tion for the responsibilities changing order 
acknowledged imperative need, there should com- 
mensurate lack funds for its Financial 
difficulties beset education every side. The large 
and well-endowed colleges are weathering the storm, 
but with sharp eye their ledgers. The small col- 
leges which depend for upkeep upon irreducible 
minimum enrollment are fearful for their survival. 
Dr. Wilbur, president Stanford University, quoted 
saying last April that 300 small colleges our 
country were threatened with extinction. 


Private Schools Stricken 


College preparatory schools and academies conduct- 
under private auspices are even worse off, and many 
had close. estimated that 1,200 private business 
colleges and schools closed within the past year. Costly 
public high schools and their costly upkeep have added 
considerably the crushing burden municipalities 
whose struggle for continued solvency discourag- 
ing feature the depression. Elementary schools 
many places have had curtail their programs and 
personnel, shorten their terms, and reduce their activ- 
ities, order that cities and towns might make ends 
meet. increase 1.5 per cent public-school en- 
rollment has been met decrease 1.7 per cent 
the number teachers, while the budget for city 
schools has been cut average per cent. Rural 
schools have suffered greatly. The National Office 
Education estimated January that some 9,000 rural 
public schools would function part time this 
while over 4,000 rural elementary and high schools 
were fated close their doors. 

Particularly the South, and the West between 
the seaboard states, the financial situation our pub- 
lic schools really critical and the plight unem- 
ployed overworked and underpaid and even credi- 
tor teachers indeed discouraging. said the

The Present Educational Situation 
Most Rev. John Peterson, D.D. 
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Are succumb the all-too-prevalent discourage- 
ment; ours still the confidence and courage 
and endeavor our fathers who planned and built and 
launched our system Catholic schools? Ours must 
their spirit. With the same confidence that ever 
the fruit our faith; with the same prudent courage 
that springs militantly from our Christian hope; with 
the same unselfish dedication the instruction 
youth ennobling culture, dependable citizenship 
and the saving knowledge Jesus Christ which 
the most cherished flowering our charity, can 
and will succeed overcoming present difficulties, and 
shall emerge from this crisis strong ever and, 
better still, the more for the very crisis 
are fighting has been bringing the educational world 
our way educational thinking. 

Not that have been spared distressing and dis- 
heartening conditions; nor that these have failed se- 
riously cripple many our schools and even 
crush few. could not otherwise. Our faithful, 
much as, indeed not more than others, are vic- 
tims the common economic catastrophe. They have 
known the privations unemployment and underpay. 
They bear the burden, directly indirectly, the 
heavy school tax the land; and upon that heavy 
burden they bear the added load the cost the 
schools which they prefer send their children. 
Freighted with this double burden surely none more 
loyally than Catholics have sacrificed themselves for 
the cause education. This sacrifice has been keenly 
but generously suffered the doubly taxed faithful. 
has been suffered the teaching sisterhoods and 
brotherhoods which, fidelity their mission, have 
tasted not alone the poverty which they vowed them- 
selves but added hunger and cold and incredible dis- 
comforts order that their schools might last and 
children learn. 

Tribute Humble Heroism 

would indelicate say more the presence 
many our devoted Brothers and Sisters who 
know more intimately than the deprivations which 
have been theirs during the past few years. They would 
wish humility hide their heroism. All honor 
them; and our pastors, too, who with dwindling re- 
sources have kept things going with almost super- 
human resourcefulness and what cost worry, 
health, and other intimate sacrifices God alone knows. 

Sees Public Awakening 

The closing many public and private schools 
our land has developed growing consciousness 
the excessive cost education. has raised the ques- 
tion whether not the sort education which 
too many schools have been giving really worth the 
price. crisis the very sort for which public edu- 
cation was supposed prepare the masses and offer 
them true leadership, the vaunted hopes have not been 
realized. How far this education has been fault, 
not easy say. One has only read the current 
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commencement utterances American educators 
note, however, strongly suspect that faith the 
boasted worth American educational ideal and pro- 
grams has been severely shaken. 

The worth education and its place American 
culture seemed fated for time measured 
terms frenzied finance and according the un- 
sound standards and false hopes paper-profit days. 
Big and costly buildings, big salaries, big endowments, 
big libraries reflected the overblown bubble big 
business. Standards stressing quantity rather than 
quality reflected the menace the mechanized age and 
the fallacy mass production. And the sponsorship 
this standardizing agencies whose charter was 
their own conceit and presumptuousness 
formed sincere though misguided purpose pro- 
mote the interest education our land, seemed 
destined consecrate American educational prin- 
ciple that the worth education was measured 
chiefly the amount money spent for the student 
and the amount time spent him school. 

During the first two decades this century the cost 
tax-supported education mounted rapid strides. 
The pride towns and cities was appealed the 
name education, and their coffers were unstintingly 
opened. The federal treasury was repeatedly assailed 
the successive bills providing for tremendous sub- 
sidies. Any who had the vision and courage remon- 
strate were branded reactionaries, medieval enemies 
learning and our land. The folly all 
clear today noonday sun; and now last ad- 
mitted that was not the Catholics and others who 
spoke the unheeded word warning that were the 
dupes this folly. 


Some Per-Capita Costs 


1930 the educational budget for public education 
has reached approximately two and half billions 
dollars, which one and third billions were expend- 
for instruction alone. The per-capita cost public 
day schools representative cities reached, 1930, 
the yearly average $112.89, running from $70.84 
New Orleans twice that amount, $140.67, New- 
ark, Local conditions varied determining the 


Editor's Note. This is a plea for the vitalization of instruction in reli- 
gion by followng our Lord's method of similitudes, using as well, in our 
day, instances from our ordinary life. This is merely another illustration 
of the wisdom of going to the New Testament for pedagogical suggestion 
as I have illustrated on a comprehensive scale in my Foundation of Chris- 
tian Teaching. Let us, as Brother William says, take our practice teaching 
at the foot of the Master. 


HERE can look find creature God 
more alive, more alert, more active than the 
American boy? anything appeal 


him, exert influence upon him, it, too, must 
alive and real, link his chain boyhood realities, 
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cost; though geography seemed not enter into the 
calculation. St. Paul for example was paired with Bal- 
timore per-capita cost about $91.40; Minne- 
apolis with Providence about $105; and Boston, 
the Hub the universe, with Washington, the costly 
driving gear, about $133. The general per-capita rate 
for both urban and rural schools 1931 estimated 
62.8 cents per day which, however, was reduced last 
year about per cent. 

This cost was borne, course, the American tax- 
payer and contributed small measure his ever- 
increasing burden. Resignedly does bear still for 
the sake those twin apples his eye, his children 
and his country, though has begun rub these 
eyes and question whether not his child and his 
country really profit education whose worth 
now being seriously questioned. 


The Catholic Burden 


This burden has been felt all, but has fallen 
with double stress upon our Catholic citizenry. their 
conviction that education molds for eternity well 
for time, for service God well self and 
one’s fellow man, for moral well for mental ac- 
tivity and specifically keeping with the moral stand- 
ards taught and exemplified Jesus Christ, for reli- 
gious culture well secular, they have erected and 
maintained their own schools while uncomplainingly 
supporting the others. doing they have today 
real investment elementary and high schools 
$1,327,500,000 and these schools they have been 
latterly spending annually some $67,000,000. That 
they could this average per-capita cost 
only $25 year the grade schools, and $40 the 
high schools has been object lesson efficiency 
which other schools are now emulating, both ridding 
themselves faddish superfluities and judiciously 
adjusting expenses for essentials. Even that the cost 
elementary education cities still twice high 
our parish schools. This comparison source 
encouragement our schools. Much our pioneer 
work. moreover was done very difficult times. What 
has thus been done earnest that more will still 
done. 


harmonizing with his live world heroes and ideals.

For vitalizing 
the teaching religion, know nothing better. 

Never was there teacher like the Master, Jesus. 
discussing how bring His message the boy, 
realize the importance presenting the Gospel narra- 
tive itself the pupil; but believe the imitation 
the teacher our Lord’s method still more im- 
portant. He, who “the way, the truth, and the life” 
(John xiv. has given the parables, similes, and 
metaphors which used often, practical means 
vitalization. Whether the teacher makes use the 
Gospel similitudes themselves whether they serve 
suggest him methodology similar our Lord’s, 
always the New Testament which the source and 
inspiration for live teaching. inexhaustible 
source material, old yet ever new. 


may often wonder what was the reaction those 
who listened the discourses Jesus, after they re- 
turned their daily toil. Surely, the straying sheep 
reminded the shepherd the love and patience the 
Good Shepherd the fisher lad, sorting his fish for the 
market, resolved not cast out the last the 
farmer, the seed fell from his hand, planned make 
his life fruitful hundredfold.” So, too, the merchant, 
the soldier, the sick, and the poor, all learned from the 
parables Jesus read some humble object inti- 
mately associated with their daily lives, the love and 
solicitude their Father heaven. And Jesus “spoke 
similitude” (Luke viii. 4). Can better than 
imitate our Lord’s pedagogy 

The descriptive parts the Gospels and the stories 
the miracles Jesus, presented graphically 
the evangelists, supplemented question, comment, 
and explanation, never fail hold interest and are 
really new the average boy. For example, what could 
better, the Feast the Annunciation, than take 
the boy back that little room the Maiden Naz- 
areth and tell him: “And the sixth month, the 
angel Gabriel was sent from God into city Galilee, 
called Nazareth, virgin espoused man whose 
name was Joseph” (Luke 26-27). Or, when teaching 
simplicity and sincerity, what could better than 
denounce the vices opposed these virtues the 
words the withering “woes” our Lord? 
you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites because you are 
like whited sepulchers, which outwardly appear 
men beautiful, but within are full dead men’s bones, 
and all filthiness” (Matt. xxiii. 27). Any similar les- 
son taken from ‘that little book which the boy knows 
the word God far more readily accepted than 
when embodied some other tale legend which 
“perhaps truth, perhaps fable.” 

the use the Gospel parables the simili- 
tudes Jesus that find our real tool vitaliza- 
tion. Ideas, translated into action, make saints, not in- 
formation merely. The Gospel narratives are applic- 
able today and they drive home their lesson forcibly 
when they fell from the Master’s lips and held the 
multitudes rapt attention nineteen hundred years 
ago. The barren fig tree, the mustard seed, the prodigal 
son, the wedding garment, the Pharisee and the publi- 
can, the talents, the good Samaritan all have les- 
son for the American boy, lesson which can grasp, 
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which does grasp, and which will bear fruit his 
daily life. Furthermore, they not suggest the 
teacher method which could follow vitalizing 
the truths our holy faith? they not suggest 
him the use what might call modern similitudes 
means which could associate the spiritual with 
some homely object familiar the boy? Jesus 
taught today, would not the automobile, the electric 
light, the breakfast cereal, the home run, the football 
scrimmage figure His parables? Father Conroy, 
his Talks shows how use modern things 
appeal the American boy Jesus used the lilies 
the field teach the pastoral Jew. our Lord’s 
method, not sublime things, not the universe nor the 
wonders space, nor light-year distances, not-the in- 
tricate things creation were used tell the story 
His Father’s love, but homely objects the grass, the 
fish, the sparrow, the mite, the seed. “Consider the 
ies the field, how they grow; they labor not, neither 
they spin.

Father Kelly discusses the tendency toward lock-step meth- 
ods in teaching and also the tendency of modern schools to assume respon- 
sibilities entirely where they should be shared with the parents. 


ligious one grown with our community and 

sprung from its character and needs. elas- 
tic enough admit almost unlimited improvement, 
and not very hard introduce improvement but 
would very hard make any change which 
should materially affect its fundamental character. 
quite right that should so. have right as- 
sume that institution which has grown with 
community well adapted its needs; and although 
there are many features which could advantage- 
ously copy other models, and although might ab- 
stract grounds even prefer some other system 
whole the question were considered integro, 
yet perhaps quite likely that our judgment 
wrong that the popular impulse mistaken. Reform- 
ers who wish introduce novelties, would all like- 
lihood make pretty mess our Catholic system 
education they could have their way. Our present 
Catholic system education stands chance per- 
manence because has its roots the old order 
things. 

When one considers the real excellence these 
schools, and the degree which they have become 
postulate American Catholic thought, hard 
realize adequately the two perils that menace the sys- 
tem from entirely opposite directions. The first arises

the character the school system itself, which 
constantly tending become more and more mechani- 
cal and which favors excessive routine, and common- 
place methods instruction. The second, which 
more vital, the school’s pretending assume the en- 
tire responsibility for the education the child. 

The first tendency natural and unavoidable, and 
probably entirely within our control. Our schools suf- 
fered first for lack organization and gradation; 
nothing more natural than that, correcting this de- 
fect, too much stress should laid upon organization, 
and that, result, most scholars should have come 
look upon the first all objects get from one 
grade another. any school exact discipline in- 
dispensable the teachers are few who can maintain ex- 
act discipline large school without the precision 
and that what our school discipline tends 
become. Methods instruction were wretched gen- 
eration ago, and one the first features the 
new impulse that education then received was new and 
more inspiring methods. course, when the impulse 
had passed, things settled down into routine, and the 
new methods became formal and antiquated, just 
the old ones had been. These defects were caused 
the excessive amount labor that was imposed upon 
the teachers. Teachers, class, have much higher 
ideal, rather the ambition for much higher one 
than they are able realize, and are mechanical and 
commonplace simply because circumstances will not 
allow them anything more. The result is, that the 
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education given our schools may become merely 
mechanical high-pressure training. 

Now these evils are remediable least 
but only with the increased culture the community 
itself. The schools are but reflection the popular 
taste, which enjoys their big and showy mechanism, be- 
lieves excessive amount mathematics, and all 
those dreary rules grammar and details geography, 
and thinks the main object child’s life get 
fast possible from one grade another. soon 
can realize that child who has been through the 
course, but cannot walk mile, and never passes two 
days without headache, not precisely the highest 
possible product civilization, and that the course it- 
self once woefully narrow and extremely tense, 
will remedy the evil and correct the mistake. 


Parents Must Help 


The second evil the assumption the school the 
entire responsibility for the education the child. The 
school may not assume all the credit nor take all the 
blame the success failure its training. the 
education, religious and otherwise, the child, the 
the home must insisted upon, and 
should clearly understood, that absolutely nec- 
essary and essential for the well-being the child. 
Both the kind work needed the pupil and his 
mastery for period sufficiently long determine 
his capacity given subject study can secured 
only good mutual understanding between teachers 
and parents. The taking over the child and assum- 
ing entire responsibility for his education and training 
common fault the public schools, which are be- 
coming more and more paternalistic. Much the work 
the school, however well and clearly conceived, will 
fail reaching fruition, both during the child’s school 
life and thereafter, unless the school can count the 
effective the homes (taken collectively) 
the community. the school lays stress life 
service, and consistently aims fix this idea life 
ideal the pupil’s mind; the school uses the lessons 
history inculcate worthy ideals private citizen- 
ship; the school rouses interest culture for its 
own sake and beckons the pupil career spirit- 
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ual growth; the school aims prepare its pupils for 
life usefulness, worthy citizenship, and refine- 
ment, and the pupils are conscious that this threefold 
preparation valued the life outside and after 
school days are over; then the school will have last- 
ing influence the pupils’ lives. But the home and the 
community cannot safely evade its share the respon- 
sibility for this training. must meet the child half- 
way and see that its ideals are realized least 
some degree. That responsibility summed one 
word, reénforcement. The education which the com- 
munity giving our children, the instruction which the 
community’s life entails, and the habits which this 
instruction constantly tends promote will either 
strengthen weaken the influence the school. 

The success any school depends upon proper un- 
derstanding between teachers and parents, less than 
upon the responsibility that each should assume the 
training the child. The public schools have come 
realize this more and more, but this particular 
have been somewhat backward. successful our 
schools are, they would far more successful, 
would take the parents into our confidence, would 
seek the the home. Let not have the 
mistaken idea that the school can all. Our good 
Catholic people place implicit confidence our schools 
and not demand what the community demands 
the public schools. They realize that have not the 
unlimited resources derived from taxation that the pub- 
lic schools enjoy. should meet this trust halfway 
and invite them visit the school and interest them- 
selves it, and especially the education their own 
children. The individual home and the community will 
gradually learn that every educational demand puts 
corresponding educational problems the school that 
these problems can solved successfully and wisely 
the teachers working the school aided their 
own efforts, and that patience and willingness ex- 
periment intelligently are indispensable the wise so- 
lution educational problems; and the school will 
learn that adjustment the gradually changing and 
ever-expanding educational needs individuals and 
society the fundamental condition which the ef- 
fective codperation the community depends.

Editor's Note. The remark that “failure is not good for a young teacher” 
should be made a subject of meditation by all who are interested in the 
welfare of our schools. To say nothing about its bearing upon the children 
for whom the school exists, it has an important bearing upon the peace and 
happiness of the teacher and may, indirectly, even influence her eternal 
happiness. All teachers should read this article for a deeper appreciation of 
the purpose of supervision; namely, the prevention of failure. 


HERE activity definitely 

planned, with one several objectives

action, is, course, understocd that general meet- 


ings, group meetings, bulletins, and similar means, are 
employed convey the school system whole the 
desired objective the school year. refinement 
this establishment contact the preteaching con- 
ference, usually individual, where the teacher confers 
with the supervisor, the supervising principal, for 
the purpose building more definitely the specific 
techniques achieved. This first type preteach- 
ing conference extremely effective way bring- 
ing closer the individual teacher the supervisory 
plan, and insuring its accomplishment. 

certainly not implied that the teachers with 
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whom the supervisor will confer previous their 
teaching, under this scheme, are all weak inexperi- 
enced. Preteaching conferences will, course, benefit 
such teachers largest measure, and are most needed 
them, but beyond dispute that the conference 
with the veteran teacher not all out place 
such program. 


Experienced Teachers 


the first place, the veteran teacher apt have 
most influence given school; young teachers fresh 
from normal school look her, and, the slight- 
est degree dependent, may easily molded her 
opinion. The veteran teacher, too, the logical person 
the principal’s chief assistant establishing any 
given program; much depends upon her 
which won all means. 

Now, the experienced teacher may one the 
ideal teaching type the sort person who keeps her 
mind open through all her years teaching experi- 
who anxious keep her teaching efficiency 
the highest who will sincerely welcome super- 
visory aid one several preteaching conferences 
familiarize herself with the specific technique under 
discussion, broaden acquaintance which her 
own previous training had left inadequately developed. 
need not say that the supervisor’s conference with 
such teacher will the greatest moment the 
successful working out her plan given school. 
the object the conference achieved, then the su- 
pervisor has within the school rock reference 
sort charting point from which all her excursions 
other teachers may guided. Young teachers may 
sent observe procedures such teacher’s class- 
room with profitable results, and the teacher’s own in- 
fluence and standing within the school and community 
will almost insure the success any given plan. 

There is, however, the veteran teacher who has kept 
her mind firmly closed everything that has happened 
the educational line since the day she stepped out 
normal school the “die-hard” who takes stock 
“modern fads,” and holds tenaciously her own 
methods work. The pity this that such teach- 
may have sufficient influence dampen the ardor 
the whole staff; the plan withers away the stony 
ground lack understanding and 
the conference with such teacher the supervisor has 
her trial ordeal, and never will her tact, personality, 
and philosophy under greater strain. the teacher 
proves completely antagonistic the plan action 
entirely legitimate that adherence the desired 
technique insisted upon; insistence not, however, 
the best thing the world foster codperation, and 
all the supervisor’s psychology must come into play 
before resort had such measures. 


Purpose Conference 


The preteaching conference either the cases 
noted above, the case new weak teacher, 
aims this specific result: greater appreciation 
the individual teacher the value and necessity 
given technique, and the working out 
the teacher and the supervisor definite means 
achieving this technique. say codperative working 
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out. The supervisor knows the technique; the teacher 
knows her class, her school, her locality; both teacher 
and supervisor should aware the teacher’s own 
strong points and weaknesses the particular way 
she individually can best present this technique. the 
supervisor knows her teachers, she knows precisely 
how much prod, how much restrain; for this 
reason that the preteaching conference almost nec- 
essity individual matter. 

Used competent supervisor, this particular type 
plan supervisory activity. Such conference, 
series them, should more than one prove necessary, 
will much establish the teacher that sense 
security which necessary good teaching, and, 
followed observation the technique action 
the classroom, and the usual post-teaching conferences, 
forms valuable unit teacher improvement and fos- 
ters teaching growth.

individual need help will not, experience has shown, 
slow take advantage help. the problem 
getting the plan into contact with those others who 
are need help and who yet fail avail themselves 
the opportunity offered well, the solution 
problems superintendents and supervisors really 
earn their heavenly rewards! 


Anticipating Difficulties

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Forestalling Failure 

Failure not good for young teacher may spoil 
entirely the development that brisk, active, confi- 
dent outlook life that she must have she 
the leader she should be. Preteaching conferences 
would valuable they accomplished other re- 
sult but this: that they lessen the young teacher’s 
sources discouragement; that they foster her the 
right attitude toward supervisory help; that they train 
her surely the development technique lesson 
plans, and start her off the road good teaching. 

For the weak teacher the preteaching conference 
sovereign remedy she willing take advantage 
it, for the supervisor able plan with her the 
presentation and distribution her work, make 
possible the reconstruction teaching skill wherever 
that can done. 

For both the new teacher and the weak teacher the 
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ient way shelving personal problems shifting 
their burdens another’s shoulders; not perma- 
nent prop which will enable them lay aside all 
thought growth their own. the contrary, 
aims help them and wiil achieve 
its aim their response what should be. The wise 
supervisor will increase the teacher’s personal respon- 
sibility for plan and method occasion offers, until the 
teacher’s own “teaching muscles” reach that point 
development where she able swing alone through 
the majority her teaching situations. But the wise 
supervisor has also left her teacher’s head the knowl- 
edge that one teacher not self-sufficient; she will 
know where find help, and know enough after 
help, when help really needed. And beyond that there 
farther goal; that the Thule super- 
visory guidance. 


Shall Have Junior School?

Editor's Note. The author raises some questions of difficulties, not in- 
superable, however, presented by the general acceptance of junior high 
schools in certain communities and in certain sections of the country. She 
puts the problem up to the diocesan school authorities. In this, as in a 
number of other problems, the parish unit is hardly equal to the difficulty 
and responsibilities that are involved.

have the wit find them. Progress pro- 
portioned the diligence with which new truths are 
discovered, and the wisdom with which they are uti- 
lized. are retarded chiefly our own ignorance, but 
are retarded also our slowness adapting new 
discoveries our purposes. 

Several years ago there was great deal dissatis- 
faction with the traditional educational organization, 
and conscious the problem facing educators, pioneers 
tried out tentative experiment known the junior 
high school. After period struggle, adverse crit- 
icism, came the period development which 
changes were made and the character and status the 
movement were settled. Statistics prove that the 
close the elementary compulsory education there are 
always three groups provided for: (1) those who 
can, and all probability will persist least through 
the period secondary education; (2) those who in- 
tend leave school and enter field work at, 
shortly after, the age when the law releases them from 
compulsory attendance; and (3) those whose length 
stay for one reason another highly uncertain. 

The 8-4 plan does not solve the above problem satis- 
factorily, for when they have finished the elementary 
school, most pupils feel they are liberty leave 
school the present time, have reached 
point where, for the safety the country, and for so- 
cial, civic, and industrial progress, must bring about 
universal high-school education. The basic purpose 
the junior high school reach the three 
mentioned groups, for whom adequate must 


every field rests the notion that 


made adjusting the curriculum harmonize 
with the interests and capacities such children, and 
realize the avowed purpose democracy: “to or- 
ganize society that each member may develop his 
personality primarily through activities designed for 
the well-being his fellow-members and society 
whole.” 

seems that the country the whole fairly com- 
mitted the idea the junior high school, and con- 
servative public-school systems are working toward 
the new program; i.e., enriched curriculum, prevo- 
cational and vocational opportunities, including man- 
ual training, industrial training, and home economics, 
pupils according ability and ca- 
pacity, and departmental teaching. 

But, what has been the reaction the Catholic 
school system the junior-high-school movement 
Naturally, solution the problem for the individual 
diocese will depend upon local conditions, the prevail- 
ing policy public-school authorities well the in- 
herent difficulties faced because the parochially 
organized traditional eight-grade school. With the par- 
ochial character our traditional school and its system 
finance, junior high school presents almost insu- 
perable difficulties yet have faith the Catholic 
people and feel that once decision made and the 
circumstances the times demand readjustment, the 
people will not slow provide the resources and 
equipment.

Defective Common 
Rev. Klopfer 


Some time ago, Very Rev. Joseph Barbian, director 
parochial schools for the Archdiocese Milwaukee, sent out 
questionnaire ascertain the number pupils with defec- 
tive hearing. Schools the city Milwaukee reported 
follows: Pupils with running ears, 197; deaf one ear, 173; 
unable hear feet, 84; unable hear feet, 13; 
total, 467. 

These figures for the Catholic children the city Mil- 
waukee may increased per cent, since three schools 
with attendance 750 pupils did not report and 
estimated that 13,000 Catholic children are the public 
schools. Hence, the number with impaired hearing may 
estimated about 698. 

the above estimate representative conditions 
throughout the United States, speaks grave responsi- 
bility. Each the children who have running ears, 
danger suffering serious damage hearing and even 
life itself. 

eminent otologist points out, “running ears” means 
that living organisms known bacteria have invaded the 
tissues causing pus issue continually from the ear canal. 
Almost invariably, these bacteria come from cold the 
nose throat and from there they get into the eustachian 
tubes leading from the throat the ears. Once they invade 
the eustachian tubes, they cannot get out until the ear drum 
punctured. This will occur spontaneously unless incised 
specialist, which should always done, possible. 

case “running ears” should cared for except 
which the discharge persists for six eight weeks should 
X-rayed because the possibility disease the bone 
the ear mastoid. the mastoid bone diseased, unless 
operated upon, will continue discharge pus for years, 
and, eventually, the hearing the ear will lost. Suspect 
serious disease the bone the ear whenever the pus 
foul smelling. Pain the discharging ear danger signal 
that should send one specialist. 

Very many cases sudden death the emergency hos- 
pitals are found, upon post-mortem examination, due 
brain abscess “brain fever” caused diseased con- 
dition the bone the ear. 

The bacteria which cause the bone disease originate from 
cold the nose throat. the bacteria are quite virulent, 
they will destroy the bone rapidly and cause death quickly 
unless early operation performed. they are not 
virulent, the bone destroyed slowly, the ear canal showing 
each day small amount foul smelling pus. These are the 
cases that deceive the layman and are later found unconscious 
the hospitals. 

The reason why this disease the bone the ear 
dangerous that the slowly destroying disease will eventu- 
ally eat away the bone; then the brain becomes diseased and 
death follows. 
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School-Home Cooperation 


The preliminary conference the parent-teacher 
problem the National Catholic Educational Associa- 
tion meeting St. Paul June, should prove 
very great significance more vital program for co- 
between home and school Catholic educa- 
tion. 

The basis that program must succinctly stated 
follows: 

The home the fundamental educational insti- 
tution, and the parents rests the responsibility for 
the proper and complete education children. 

“Parents have from nature and from God 
right direct the education their children.”

ditions only can produce that harmony educational 
influences the child which essential not only for 
the highest development but for any sound develop- 
ment. 

Catholic movement between home 
and school should relate itself the fundamental pur- 
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pose Catholic Education, which means the funda- 
mental purpose the Church salvation souls. 

Catholic movement should have 
distinctive name, distinctive literature, and distinc- 
tive program accord with the fundamental distinc- 
tive purpose. Some use the words home and school 
the title seemed favored. The Diocesan School- 
Home League, the Home-School Association are sug- 
gestive. The abbreviations would the S.H.L. 
H.S.L. the H.S.A. 

School-home leagues associations would 
definite part Catholic action and consequently would 
work under the general direction the hierarchy, and 
the diocese under the Bishop. 

School-home leagues should 
treated serious, essential, and potentially 
tremendously valuable agency making Catholic 
education achieve its high destiny, spiritually and hu- 
playing organization raise money for some piece 
equipment necessary not quite necessary. 

The membership school-home as- 
sociations should open all Catholics, whether they 
have children attending school not. This grows out 
the view that the Catholic school the responsibil- 
ity the entire parish. 

Diocesan federations and national federation 
should help develop comprehensive programs and 
make the best anywhere contagious everywhere. 

10. Catholic colleges and universities should serve 
intellectual staff agency developing and evaluat- 
ing the programs for associations federations, 
making available its educational research intelligible 
forms and preparing reviewing pamphlets and 
other literature the movement.

They take 
care 100,000 children. these schools were closed 
and the state were have care for these children 
the initial expenditure would $20,000,000 for new 
buildings and $12,500,000 annually operating ex- 
pense. That would seem like clear case these days 
depleted budgets. fortunate for the state that 
the deep-rooted patriotism the people who operate 
these schools and their faith the social necessity 
their schools will keep them going. They will carry 
on, and not force the problem the state. 

Archbishop Hanna lets George Washington state the 
case for him. quotes the Farewell 

“Of all the dispositions and habits, which lead 
political prosperity, Religion and Morality are indis- 
pensable supports. vain would that man claim 
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the tribute Patriotism, who should labor subvert 
these great pillars human happiness, these firmest 
props the duties Men and The mere 
Politician, equally with the pious man ought re- 
spect and cherish volume could not 
trace all their connections with private and public fe- 
licity. Let simply asked where the security for 
property, for reputation, for life, the sense reli- 
gious obligation desert the oaths, which are the in- 
struments investigation Courts Justice? And 
let with caution indulge the supposition, that moral- 
ity can maintained without religion. Whatever may 
conceded the influence refined education 
minds peculiar structure; reason and experience 
both forbid expect that national morality can 
prevail exclusion religious principle.”

That there was convention the National Catholic Edu- 
cational Association all was, this fourth year depres- 
sion, achievement; that was well attended, confi- 
dent its ideals and its program, and generally successful 
its every aspect, was truly amazing. This was due the 
officers the Association, Bishop Francis Howard, 
Covington, Kentucky, President General the Association, 
and Father George Johnson, the Secretary General, and more 
particularly the dynamic and almost omnipresent Arch- 
bishop St. Paul, John Gregory Murray. His assistants 
under the very efficient and unostentatious leadership 
Father James Byrnes, did difficult job with grace and 
generous hospitality. Perhaps should note right here 
the beginning, too, the remarkable and extensive support 
given the convention the St. Paul and Minneapolis 
newspapers. Both with reference position, space, and pic- 
tures, the papers treated the convention exceptionally 
significant event for the Twin City community—and for the 
country.

Tax Schools Ungrateful 


Most our school buildings now enjoy exemption from taxa- 
tion; but the parish which supporis the schools this exemp- 
tion should justice extend all parish property used for parish 
purposes. more ungrateful and disgraceful injustice could 
imagined than tax upon our Catholic schools. 

Besides tax exemption, justice would compel policy posi- 
tive assistance, not only because our Catholic schools have always 
stood for the program that now finding popular favor, but be- 
cause the Catholic schoois have annually saved the states, 
estimate based upon the relative per-capita cost education 
Catholic and public schools, over 170 millions for elementary 
education and over millions for high-school education, totaling 
more exact figures $210,577,627 year, and this for mainte- 
nance alone, not speak capital outlay 1,300 million dollars.

Speakers Conference 


After Father Byrnes’s introductory address the morning 
session, Joseph Matt, K.S.G., St. Paul, President the Arch- 
Diocesan Council Catholic Men, spoke “Lay Participa- 
tion Catholic Educational Endeavor.” 

Expressing definite lay point view, Mr. Matt said:

Warns Against Secularism 


With this theory that parents have from nature and from God 
right direct the education their children, the greater part 
the civilized world agreement today.

Nor 
must forget that the forces secularism our own country, 
though checked the decision the United States Supreme 
Court the Oregon case, are more active than ever promoting 
their anti-Christian theories. The Holy Father has laid down the 
sound principles which must defended and propagated 
the very charter Christian and parental hberty. Every Catholic 
parent-teacher association should dedicate itself the diffusion 
these sound doctrines.

She then outlined the steps that the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Council had taken the way parent education for its 
program Catholic Social Action through its Family Life 
Bureau. The work the Family Committee the N.C.W.C., 
the Department Education N.C.W.C., the Study Club 
program were indicated. Miss Regan, her very effective

Therefore, resolved: That the Association group 
citizens and Catholics, realize its responsibility the proper and 
just ordering society, and that pledge its constant study and 
action the end that this social-economic revolution conducted 
with due regard the rights all classes society. 

And further resolved: That the Association take this occa- 
sion felicitate President Roosevelt upon his constant insistence 
upon this ideal social justice and the introduction morality 
industrial relations, and pledge our earnest efforts co- 
with him that return prosperity accomplished 
without return the evils that have disgraced our civilization 
the past. 

Whereas false conception individualism has introduced 
into society mad struggle for gain under the impulse greed, 
and has gone far destroying the ancient and holy independence 
the family, and whereas the same time evil forces are con- 
stantly undermining every way the ideal the home the 
sole bulwark the freedom the individual from the usurpation 
the absolute state, 
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Therefore, resolved: That counteract these and 
give concrete expression the principles and ideals enunciated 
our Holy Father, Pope Pius XI,*in his Encyclical Letter 
Catholic Action, this convention emphasize the relations that must 
exist between the home and the school through broader and 
more definite conception the joint responsibility these two 
agencies working together collaboration with the hierarchy 
“bring souls—to bring every soul—all the treasures truth 
and good, doctrinal and practical, which Christ Himself 
brought the world.” 

Whereas the Christian education youth depends entirely

LEADERSHIP THE SOCIO-ECONOMIC FIELD 

Quite generally, industrial leaders, some them prominent 
Catholics, answer the negative, and emphatically so. They 
hold that business has its laws and that moral teaching must not 
interfere with them. Without laboring the point that those who 
take this position find highly profitable so, enough 
say that this attitude unashamed materialism extreme 
any advanced orthodox Marxists. assumes that man 
exclusively physical animal and consequently that the mil- 
lion gainfully employed the United States have claim 
the protection the moral law.

But the experience foreign countries, particularly Belgium and 
Holland, which Catholic social principles are high degree 
woven into the economic fabric the nation, gives cause for 
hope. the United States would profit that experience 
must take its entirety; must lay the foundation 


VACATION SCHOOL MOVEMENT 
Fifty-nine per cent the Catholic children the United States 
are attending Catholic schools, whereas about per cent are 
public schools. The problem confronting the Church 
country then this: how bring and teach Christian doc- 
trine this per cent. 


Various Methods Tried 

Various means and methods have been requisitioned the 
attempt deal with this problem which has such manifold impli- 
cations, which touches intimately upon the very mission the 
Church, and bears vitally upon her future.

All these methods have, doubt, contributed powerfully 
preserve the faith the hearts children.

New Books Value 


Educational Psychology 

Hollingworth. Cloth, 540 pp. $3. Appleton Co., 
New York City. 

This Dr. Hollingworth’s thirteenth full-length book the 
subject psychology. contains chapters which are distributed 
rather evenly among the four parts into which has divided the 
book. Part which includes the first six chapters, Dr. Holling- 
worth presents the basic, general psychological principles underly- 
ing education. principles lists “cue reduction,” “con- 
trol,” “motivation,” and “individual differences.” Part II, which 
includes chapters 12, discusses the techniques instruction. 
Here analyzes the learning process and describes teaching 
engineering education. Part III, which includes chapters 
18, states his psychology school subjects. illustrates the 
application the principles psychology and learning the sub- 
jects science, reading, and the art expression. Part 
IV, which includes chapters 23, discusses general educa- 
tional problems. includes this discussion the topics transfer 
training, discipline, curriculum problems, and educational change. 
This organization has much commend it. addition, the book 
comprehensive without becoming too technical. well written 
and well illustrated. the close each chapter are problems and 
exercises for discussion. Likewise, the close each chapter in- 
cluded extensive bibliography well-known books. However, 
striking omission books Catholic authors noticeable. Dr. 
Hollingworth lists Woodworth’s Dynamic Psychology but fails 
include that Rev. Dr. Moore. Father Furfey’s Gang 
Age mentioned once among the bibliographies but his Growing 
Boy which really classic the field child development 
neglected. Books Catholic writers who have done much pre- 
senting the character phases education are not included all. 

The theory psychology which Dr. Hollingworth adheres 
this book akin Thorndike’s specific-habit psychology 
and stresses unduly the social ideal. thoroughly mechanistic. 
Nowhere this book the will mentioned nor does extensive 
index subjects include the term “voluntary activities.” For these 
reasons the opinion the reviewer that this book not 


generally recommended for use the Catholic schools and that 
should used reference work for certain topics only with 
the greatest care and under adequate supervision. William 
Kelly, Ph.D.

Father Thurston, who has 
studied and investigated this evidence during lifetime, discusses 
dispassionately. One important element makes clear that 
spiritualism fraught with dangers and disappointments; its own 
results are warning against it, quite apart from its positive pro- 
hibition the Church and the explicit command against the 
Old Testament.
